Library  lends  books  in  quantity  to  any  school, 
club  or  institution  which  will  promise  to  be  responsible 
for  the  proper  care  of  the  books  and  to  keep  a careful  record 
of  their  circulation. 

Such  groups  of  books  are  in  each  case  specially  collected. 
They  may  be  chosen  from  our  shelves ; or  requested  in  lists 
made  from  the  catalogue,  or  otherwise.  These  “ traveling 
libraries”  contain  from  ten  to  one  thousand  volumes  and 
may  be  retained  for  varying  periods  of  time,  up  to  a year. 
Exchange  of  books,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  will  be  made 
according  to  the  individual  needs  of  the  borrower.  The 
library  will,  upon  request,  assist  in  the  selection  of  books  to 
meet  a particular  need  or  to  be  used  in  connection  with  a 
course  of  study.  Books  not  named  in  the  catalogue  are  fre- 
quently purchased  when  required  for  a given  purpose. 

Each  month  a blank  form  of  report  is  sent  to  each  school 
or  club  having  our  books.  This  blank  is  to  be  filled  out  and 
returned  promptly  to  the  above  address. 

The  Library  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  the  privileges 
stated  above,  at  any  time,  on  non-compliance  with  these 
conditions.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTE 


catalogue  is  divided  into  classes,  and  the  book 
titles  are  arranged  alphabetically  under  these 
classes.  A glance  at  the  table  of  contents  will  show  the 
various  classes,  and  the  pages  on  which  they  may  be 
found. 

Books  are  entered  under  the  names  of  authors, 
when  known ; under  the  initials  or  pseudonyms  of  the 
writers,  when  real  names  are  not  ascertained ; under  the 
names  of  editors  or  compilers  of  collections  ; under 
the  names  of  countries^  cities  or  societies  which  are 
responsible  for  their  publication.  If  no  such  name 
appears  they  are  entered  under  the  first  word  of  the 
title,  not  an  article.  Biographies  are  entered  under  the 
subject  of  the  biography,  not  under  the  author’s  name. 
If  the  pseudonym  is  better  known  than  the  real  name, 
the  entry  is  made  under  that,  with  a reference  from  the 
real  name. 

A single  dash  indicates  the  omission  of  the  pre- 
ceding heading  ; a subsequent  dash  the  omission  of  a 
subordinate  heading. 

Each  author’s  name  (and  the  subject  of  each  bio- 
graphy) is  given  in  the  author  index  at  the  back  of  the 
catalogue,  with  the  pages  on  which  his  name  occurs. 

An  asterisk  preceding  a number  indicates  that  the 
book  will  be  of  interest  to  little  children.
